its last previous vietory having been
when it persnaded MeKinley to shift
on the Porto Riean tariff question,
This time the result will be more seri-
ous, llnder the Dingley law, when
apy foreign country grants a bounty
to sugar grown within its borders, the
Unpited States lays a countervailing
duty equal to thebounty on that suear
if imported into the United States,
Such duties have been imposed on
(German, French and Holland sugars.
Russin, which hasiccently begun to
export sugar gave no bounty and has
been exempted from such taxation, a
fact that caused much discontent in
the Kuropean countries just named.
This, however, would have been of
little importance, had not the Sugar
irust also found thatits interest would
be injured if Russia was allowed to
develop her trade in that material.
Some Russian sugar comes over rav,
but most of it comes in such a condi-
tion that no further refining is neces-
sary, thus entering directly into com-
petition with the trust. Ilence the
latter set to work to devise some ex-
ouse for barring it out, and with the
present subservient administration to
back it, easily found one. Russia
charges an internal revenue tax on
sugar grown there and remits this
when the sugar is exported. The
trast . argued : that thio remission
amounted to a bounty, and suocaeeded
in persuading Seorctary Gage to im-
pose a tax equal to Russian internal
revenue levy.
